Applicant requests a review of its Petition to Waive Fees or a Portion of Fees filed March 20, 
2002, together with its Response to Notice of Incomplete Reply (copy enclosed). Applicant filed a 
response December 6, 2001, to a Notice to File Corrected Application Papers, including 32 sheets of 
drawings. The Notice provided only a general statement on the imposed requirement to file dra^i^s 



with correct margins. According to the return receipt post card, the response was not pressed by the 



OIPE until sometime after January 18, 2002. On March 6, 2002, the Office issued a Notice of 
Incomplete Reply making only the same general statement on the request to file drawings with x the 
stated margins. Applicant responded March 20, 2002, which response was received by the OIPE on 
March 28, 2002. 

On March 25, 2002, Applicant received another Notice of Incomplete Reply, stating a further 
different complaint with respect to the drawings previously filed. As a result of the combination of mail 
delays because of the 9/1 1 tragedy, and the confusing requirements of the Office with respect to 



compliance with the Office's demands, on March 29, 2002, Applicant's attorney's deposit account 
#50-0694 was charged $720 for Extensions of Time. 

Applicant's attorney filed a Request for Reduction of Extension of Time fees likely to be 
charged due to the extraordinary mail times, and has not received a response, other than the charge of 
fees for a four-month extension of time. 

Applicant's attorney respectfully asks that its earlier petition for a reduction of fees be reviewed 
and acted upon.
